Man arrested after armed carjacking

A 39-year-old Drayton Valley man was arrested 
in a standoff with police near Beisker after alleg¬ 
edly carjacking a woman at gunpoint just north of 
Carstairs on Oct. 30. 

The man allegedly shot one of three guns in 
his possession as a warning to force a driver on 
Highway 2A north of Carstairs to vacate their 
vehicle so he could steal it, according to a press 
release from Cpl. Carol McKinley, media relations 
officer for the RCMP K Division. 

The suspect headed south and was cornered by 
police in a field west of Beiseker where a standoff 
occurred. 

After some negotiation, the suspect surrendered 
without incident, she said. 


Upon arrest, three firearms, brass knuckles and 
drugs were located in his possession, she added. 

He was allegedly found with a shotgun, a 22-cali¬ 
bre rifle and a 308-calibre rifle, as well as unspeci¬ 
fied amounts of cocaine and methamphetamine, 
she said. 

McKinley could not comment on whether he was 
inebriated at the time of any of the alleged crimes. 

“I think in any sort of evidence in terms of how 
he was at the time of his arrest will likely form part 
of the details or evidence provided in court," said 
McKinley. 

Sometime during that same evening, the suspect 
is alleged to have committed a sexual assault, as 
well as assault of a peace officer, with the latter 
stemming from an altercation with police after the 
man was taken to the Didsbury RUMP Detachment. 
Charges related to both alleged assaults were to be 


further discussed in court, she said. 

RCMP officers from Didsbury, Airdrie, Beiseker, 
Olds, and even members of the Calgary Police 
Service either provided support or were identified 
as being able to provide support in the case, she 
noted. 

As a result of the investigation, according to 
McKinley, Jody Dulian has been charged with: one 
count each of the use of a firearm in the commis¬ 
sion of an offence, sexual assault, discharge of a 
firearm, uttering threats, flight from police, danger¬ 
ous operation of a motor vehicle, and assault of a 
peace officer. 

Dulian was also charged with two counts each 
of pointing a firearm, possession of a drug, pos¬ 
session of a prohibited weapon, three counts of 
possession of a firearm without a licence, and five 
counts of careless use of a firearm.

Fire destroys pig barn

A bam fire about 24 kilometres east 
of Didsbury on Saturday afternoon 
killed about 20 exotic pigs.

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Traffic flow on 16th Street to remain status quo

Town council decided 
to leave traffic flow on 
16th Street as is follow¬ 
ing a report that was 
discussed at the Oct. 28 
meeting. 

Derek Sutherland, 
manager of protective 
services, recommend¬ 
ed that no changes in 
traffic flow take place 
on 16th Street follow¬ 
ing a traffic study town 
staff conducted dur¬ 
ing October. The study 
found that there was an 
average of 113 vehicles 
per hour travelling an 
average of 38 kilometres 
per hour on 16th Street. 
There was an average 
of 10 pedestrians in the 
area per hour, with .03 
per cent of traffic going 
over the speed limit of 
50 kilometres per hour. 

Four conclusions 
were reached in relation 
to the data collected in 
the study. Traffic vol¬ 
ume has increased due 
to Reimer Plaza open¬ 
ing. Speed may not be 
as much of a problem 
as a perceived prob¬ 
lem. Sutherland noted 
it is difficult to judge 
the speed of vehicles, 
especially in a residen¬ 
tial area in which sur¬ 
rounding streets don’t 
have much traffic. While 
commercial vehicles 
travelling off the bypass 
road were not an issue 


during the time of the 
study, Sutherland wrote 
that it would be logical 
to infer that there are 
many more commercial 
vehicle violations in this 
area than elsewhere in 
town given the area’s 
proximity to the bypass 
road. Sutherland did 
indicate that since there 
is no sidewalk in the 
area, he recommended 
that council consider 
putting one in. 

Council members 
agreed that putting in 
a sidewalk would be 
a good idea. They will 
consider that when 
they deliberate on the 
2015 budget in the next 
month. 

Regarding the sug¬ 
gestion of installing a 
four-way stop at 16th 
Street and 22nd Avenue, 
Sutherland said the 
evidence of activity 
on 16th Street doesn’t 
meet criteria set out in 
the Manual of Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices 
for Canada. 

The criteria state that 
traffic on the less busy 
roadway (22nd Avenue) 
needs to exceed 200 
vehicles per hour. 
Although traffic counts 
were not conducted on 
22nd Avenue, it is less 
busy than the average 
of 113 vehicles per hour 
that travelled on 16th 
Street during the time 
traffic counts were con¬ 
ducted. 


“Essentially what’s 
happened (on 16th 
Street) is the traffic has 
increased significantly, 
but not significantly 
enough to warrant fur¬ 
ther traffic controls,” 
Sutherland added in an 
interview. 

The manual says that 
stop signs should not 
be used as traffic con¬ 
trol devices, but rather 
to mitigate right-of-way 
conflicts. 

Asked by Coun. 
Kimberley Moore 
whether any consider¬ 
ation has been made 
about potentially lower¬ 
ing the speed limit on 
16th Street, Sutherland 
said many studies have 
indicated that reduc¬ 
ing speed limits don’t 
reduce the speed of traf¬ 
fic or make roadways 
any safer. Rather, reduc¬ 
ing speed limits only 
increases the number 
of speeding violations 
handed out. 

“It’s a fact that people 
will naturally gravitate 
to a safer speed (based 
on road conditions),” 
Sutherland told council 
members. 

The area has not seen 
any significant crashes, 
Sutherland said. 

Asked what the stan¬ 
dard length is for a 
playground or school 
zone, Sutherland said he 
would have to research 
that information for 
council members. 


Vance Van Dam, who 
was one of several 
neighbouring residents 
in the area of 16th Street 
who brought the issue to 
council’s attention, said 
that while he was happy 
that council decided to 
put in a sidewalk, he 
was disappointed coun¬ 
cil members didn’t see 
the value of a four-way 
stop sign. He questioned 
the validity of the traf¬ 
fic counts that were 
obtained, saying that a 
lot of traffic uses that 
road early in the morn¬ 
ing, before the counter 
was collecting data. 

“I’m extremely disap¬ 
pointed because every¬ 
body that I talked to ... 
in the neighbourhood 
commented on how the 
traffic had increased 
once Tim Hortons 
opened. And I knew that 
would happen, that’s 
why I went to council to 
start with,” he said. 

Van Dam said while 
he is supportive of com¬ 
mercial development, he 
would have preferred if 
traffic from the Reimer 
Plaza could be routed 
away from a residential 
area. 

“If we were all light 
commercial all the way 
down the street, well 
then we’d have to live 
with it, but we probably 
wouldn’t be living there 
if that was the case, nor 
would probably a lot 
of other people. We’re 


in a residential area 
and so traffic should be 
according to a residen¬ 
tial (neighbourhood),” 
he said. 

Judy Courts, another 
resident who attended 
the first council meet¬ 
ing on Sept. 9 when the 
issue was raised, said 
she too was disappoint¬ 
ed by council’s decision 
to not approve a four¬ 
way stop. 

“Maybe it was danger¬ 
ous for pedestrians, but 


what the issue was is 
we wanted to slow traf¬ 
fic down (or divert it) 
to another street,” she 
said, suggesting that 
19th Street would be a 
better choice for a m^jor 
through route from the 
centre of town to the 
highway. “We thought 
a four-way stop would 
slow traffic down. We 
were a quiet little resi¬ 
dential street and we’re 
a thoroughfare now. It’s 
become very busy."

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Heroic spirit of Lance-Cpl. Edgar Medley comes home

It was shortly after 
noon a month ago on a 
typically hot and sunny 
day in southern California 
when Karole Sutherland 
received an email that 
would forever rewrite 
family history. 

It was a message from 
Don Chalack, a dairy 
farmer from Central 
Alberta, that her late 
grandfather - Edgar 
Medley, a First World War 
Canadian Army lance 
corporal, would finally 
be commemorated and 
honoured on his acreage 
- land once owned by the 
soldier in the early years 
of the 20th century. 

“I was just dumbfound¬ 
ed. I phoned Don with¬ 
in the next 10 seconds, 
and sent my brother an 
email,” said Sutherland, 
a 61-year-old Vancouver 
native who spends many 
months of the year vaca¬ 
tioning in Palm Desert, 
Calif. 

“It is remarkable to 
think so many people 
have had a part in all 
of this, none of them 
we knew. It’s an amaz¬ 
ing story, one that in 
many ways defines us as 
Canadians.” 

Lance-Cpl. Medley is 
one of three forgotten 
First World War Canadian 
servicemen receiving spe¬

cial commemoration in 
2014, the 100th anniversa¬ 
ry of the start of the Great 
War. The trio of veter¬ 
ans all died as a result of 
wounds sustained from 
their military service to 
the country. Last month 
they received long over¬ 
due military headstones 


from the Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission 
(CWGC), an organization 
formed by Royal Charter 
with the task of mark¬ 
ing and maintaining the 
graves of Commonwealth 
military personnel who 
died during the two world 
wars. 


Joining Medley with 
a special commemora¬ 
tion this year is Pte. John 
Lloyd, a native of Wales 
who fought for Canada 
and was wounded at the 
Battle of the Somme. He 
later died at Lovett, Alta, 
on Nov. 10, 1918 and was 
forgotten for decades. 


until overseas descen¬ 
dants initiated a probe 
six years ago and discov¬ 
ered he was buried in the 
cemetery of the former 
coal mining community 
in Alberta’s historic Coal 
Branch. 

“I think it is great the 
headstone for Private 


John Lloyd is finally in 
place,” said Bill Taylor, 
a seasonal resident at 
Lovett, who prepared the 
cemetery site for Lloyd's 
Oct. 18 commemora¬ 
tion. “Heroes should be 
remembered. We are free 
because people like John 
gave whatever it took to 
win the war and protect 
their country.” 

The third veteran is 
Pte. Harold Cameron, 
another coal miner from 
Dominion, an unincor¬ 
porated community on 
Cape Breton Island, N.S. 
Cameron died on June 
6, 1916 and is buried at 
the Sydney Holy Cross 
Cemetery where he’s 
finally honoured with a 
military marker for this 
year’s Remembrance Day. 
“We have to depend on 
the public who have an 
interest on what is going 
on for the 100th celebra¬ 
tions and remembrance 
ceremonies for the First 
World War,” said Greg 
Lacroix, technical servic¬ 
es officer for the CWGC, 
noting the persistent 
efforts of volunteers who 
made the commemora¬ 
tion of the three forgotten 
soldiers finally possible. 
“It is through the dedi¬ 
cation of some people 
and others throughout 
the country who do this 
and bring these things to 
light.”

Sutherland received 
notice of her grandfa¬ 
ther’s commemoration on 
Oct. 12, with the unveil¬ 
ing of the headstone 
set for Oct. 16 at the 
Chalack farm, located 20 
kilometres southeast of 
Innisfail. As she was in 
California, it was up to 
her older brother Robert 
Marriott , a retired corpo¬ 
rate lawyer in Vancouver, 
to witness the amend¬ 
ing of an oversight of a 
family and national war 
hero whose heroic mili¬ 
tary service to his coun¬ 
try was overlooked for 
almost 100 years. “It was 
unbelievable. I really 
didn’t know my grandfa¬ 
ther. He passed away 26 
years before I was bom,” 
said Marriott, whose late 
mother Katherine tried in 
vain for years to have the 
Alberta government des¬ 
ignate his grandfather’s 
grave at the Chalack farm 
a protected burial site. 
“Her concern was that it 
would be plowed over at 
some point. She had writ¬ 
ten letters to Edmonton, 
but to no avail.” 

Medley came from 
wealthy English fam¬ 
ily roots that led to a 
privileged education at 
Wadham College of the 
University of Oxford. 
But the idea of a British 
high society lifestyle 
was ultimately unappeal¬ 
ing for Medley, and in 
1903 he opted to take a 
Canadian grant to start 
a horse ranch near the 
pioneer town of Innisfail, 
in what was then known 
as the District of Alberta, 
a part of the vast and 
sparsely populated North 
West Territories. That 
same year he met Maude 
Louise Keene and they 
were married two years 
later in Banff. The cou¬ 
ple, who later had two 
daughters - Katherine 
and Eileen - set up a draft 
and saddle horse opera¬ 
tion on a 1,000-acre piece 
of land where Chalack’s 
farm is now located. 

When the First World 
War came, Medley volun¬ 
teered in 1916 to serve 
his new country. On July 
27, 1917 Medley, a mem¬ 
ber of the 31st Battalion, 
suffered a severe shrap¬ 
nel wound in the back 
from an explosion while 
in combat at Vimy Ridge. 

“The doctor says it is 
a very good job the little 
piece of shrapnel isn’t 
inside me, as it would be 
a very ticklish operation - 
embedded in the kidneys 
and as the bomb fell three 
or four inches from my 
body as I was lying down. 
He says it is an extraor¬ 
dinary thing it isn't in 
there," wrote the wound¬ 
ed solder to his family the 
following month from his 
hospital bed in England 
“As it is the concussion

so close caused enough 
trouble inside and started 
the blood from most of 
my internal organs.” 

Medley’s wounds 
earned him a military 
discharge on March 15, 
1918. He returned to 
Innisfail. However, his 
wounds opened up again 
in May while he was try¬ 
ing to put out a fire on his 
ranch. He died on May 
27, 1918 at the age of 39. 
Medley was buried on 
his farm, which Chalack 
has owned since 1976, 
and to where Marriott, 
now 70, made his long 
and emotional journey 
from Vancouver on Oct. 
16. “My grandfather goes 
halfway around the world 
to serve for his country 
under terrible conditions 
so long ago, so it was very 
easy for me to go there," 
said Marriott, who last 
visited his grandfather’s 
gravesite about 65 years 
ago. Marriott’s heartfelt 
return to the remote farm 
gravesite was accom¬ 
panied by the Chalack 
family, their neighbours, 
friends, a committed 
group from the Innisfail 
Royal Canadian Legion 
and a retired local pastor. 

Their mission was to 
right a wrong from the 
past at the gravesite, 
located on a wooded 
bluff where the view to 
the west is spectacu¬ 


lar, with a creek valley 
below and rolling prairie 
farmland stretching out 
beyond as far as the eye 
can see. Ninety-six years 
earlier a magnificent 
Medley family headstone 
was installed, and on Oct. 
18 a commission head¬ 
stone was set beside it. 

At midday, the legion 
service began with piper 
Michael McLetchie’s 
sonorous Crusader’s 
March, gently segue¬ 


ing into Rev. Ronald 
Dowbush’s passionate 
dedication that reminded 
his audience the once 
privileged University 
of Oxford student had 
everything to live for, 
but gave it all up for his 
new country. “He is a true 
hero and we recognize 
that fact today. Edgar 
Medley’s sacrifice and 
heroic service have gone 
unnoticed for 95 years,” 
said Dowbush. “Thanks 
to the dedicated and per¬ 
sistent efforts of volun¬ 
teers we now know who 
Lance-Cpl. Medley is, and 
what he has done and 
that we can honour him 
with the honour he so 
richly deserves." 

Marriott then spoke 
lovingly of the grandfa¬ 
ther he never knew and 
passed around a Widow’s 
Penny given to his fam¬ 
ily by the British govern¬ 
ment many decades ago 
in recognition of his mili¬ 
tary service. “I was there 
when my grandmother 
passed away. I was there 
when my father and 
mother passed away, and 
now I feel I have been 
there for my grandfather 
too. It is very special,”

In 1936, Medley’s daugh¬ 
ter Eileen was invited by 
the federal government 
to attend the dedication 
service for the Canadian 
National Vimy Ridge 
Memorial site in France. 
The fallen soldier was 
recognized there among 
the thousands who had 
perished, but it would 
take nearly another 80 
years, on the 100th anni¬ 
versary of the start of the 
Great War, for his bravery, 
alongside the sacrifice of 
Lloyd and Cameron, to 


be recognized in Canada 
“I cannot believe how 
much effort everybody 
has gone to for him to 
be honoured in this way," 
said Sutherland, who 
visited her grandfather’s 
gravesite 15 years ago 
and will go again with 
her family next spring or 
summer.

The Mountainview 
Colts lost consecutive 
Heritage Junior Hockey 
League games on the 
weekend, 4-2 to the 
Three Hills Thrashers 
on Oct. 31 and 6-1 to 
the Blackfalds Wranglers 
Nov. 2. 

Trent Hermary scored 
two goals for the 
Wranglers in the first 
period, giving the home 
side a 2-0 lead after 
one period. Teammate 
Cole Laing duplicated 
the feat in the second, 
with Quinn Brown and 
Garrett Glasman round¬ 
ing out the scoring for the 
Wranglers in the third. 
Colton Anderson spoiled 
Thomas Isman’s shutout 
with 6:58 remaining in 
the third. 

The Colts opened 
the scoring on Oct. 31 
when Cole Sutherland 


took a pass while in 
the slot from Kevin 
Vandenhoven, beating 
Thrasher goaltender 
Brady Hoover at 10:02 of 
the first period.
